
Counties in the San Francisco area generally 
earned the highest annual wages, and also 
lost the most jobs.

·· The highest wages were concentrated 

in Los Angeles and San Francisco.

·· Employment changes exhibited a 

greater degree of variation in northern 

California and were more consistent 

in southern California.
